Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 8 and 9 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 O.G. 86), claims 8 and 9, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now 
subject to being rejoined. Claims 8 and 9 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 . 104. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The foUowmg is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach that the mechanical force transmitting device applies a 
force to the force sensor in a direction other than the first direction, i.e., in a direction other 
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than the direction the manual drive element moves in. In Saito, the mechanical force 
transmitting device (pedals 34 and/or crankshaft 32) applies a force to the force sensor (not 
shown, C.4, lines 28-31) in the dkection of the manual drive element, i.e., in the direction that 
pedals and/or crankshaft rotates. 

In Uchiyama, the mechanical force transmitting device (hand wheel/rim 67/71 and 
wheel hub 39) applies a force to the force sensor (potentiometer 91) in the same direction as 
the rotation of the hand wheel/rim (Figs.4-5; c.6, lines 1-10).
